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To repeal sections 313.008, 313.270, 313.805, 313.807, 313.812, 313.815, 313.817, 313.820,
313.822, 313.825,7313.827, 313.830 and 313.837, RSMo0 1994, and sections 313.835 and
313.842, RSM o Supp. 1999, rdating to gaming, and to enact in lieu thereof sixteen new sections
relating to the same subject, with pendty provisons.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the state of Missouri, as follows:

Section A. Sections 313.008, 313.270, 313.805, 313.807, 313.812, 313.815, 313.817,
313.820, 313.822, 313.825, 313.827, 313.830 and 313.837, RSMo0 1994, and sections 313.835 and
313.842, RSMo Supp. 1999, are repealed and sixteen new sections enacted in lieu thereof, to be known
as sections 313.008, 313.270, 313.805, 313.807, 313.812, 313.815, 313.817, 313.820, 313.822,
313.825, 313.830, 313.833, 313.835, 313.837, 313.842 and 313.843, to read as follows:

313.008. All revenue received by the commissionfrom licensefees, pendties, and adminidrative
feesauthorized under the provisions of sections313.005 to 313.085 shal be deposited inthe state treasury
to the credit of the "Gaming Commisson [Bingo] Fund® [which is hereby created for the sole purpose of
funding the adminigrative cogs of the commission relating to the regul ation of bingo operations, subject to
appropriation. Money deposited into this fund shall not be considered proceeds of bingo operations.
Moneys deposited into the gaming commission bingo fund shall be considered state funds pursuant to article
1V, section 15 of theMissouri Condtitution. All interest recel ved on the gaming commission bingo fund shdll
be credited to the gaming commission bingo fund.], and upon appropriation may be used for the
pur posesspecified in section 313.835. All unobligated fundsin thegaming commission bingofund
on August 28, 2000, shall be transferred to the gaming commission fund and the gaming
commission bingo fund shall be abolished on June 30, 2001.

313.270. 1. Thedirector, pursuant to rulesand regulationsissued by the commission, may directly
purchase or lease such goods or services as are necessary for effectuating the purposes of sections
313.200 to 313.350, including procurements which integrate functions such aslottery game design, supply
of goods and services, and advertisng. The lottery commission by approved rule may purchase goods

the provisons of section 313.321. Contracts shal be awarded to lottery contractors or |ottery vendors
onthebasis of lowest and best bid on an evauated basisin order to maximize revenuesto the lottery fund.
The director may aso utilize state purchasing procedures. Thedirector shall award at least ten percent of
the aggregate dollar amount of al contractsto provide goodsand servicesto thelottery to minority business
enterprises as defined by the office of adminigtration and shal avard at least five percent of the aggregate
dollar amount of al contracts to provide goods and services to the lottery to women busi ness enterprises
as defined by the office of adminigration. No contract awarded or entered into by the director may be
assigned by the holder thereof except by pecific gpprova of the commission.

2. Any contract awarded to any lottery contractor or vendor shall provide that such contractor or
vendor shall award aminimum of ten percent of his subcontracted businessto minority businessenterprises
as defined by the office of adminigtration and shall award a minimum of five percent of his subcontracted
business to women business enterprises as defined by the office of adminigtration. This section shdl not
aoply to multigtate lottery.

3. Any lottery vendor which enters into a contract to supply lottery materids, services or
equipment for usein the operation of the state lottery shall first disclose such information asthe commisson
may require, by rule and regulation, concerning the selection of lottery vendors.

4. The costs of any investigation into the background of the gpplicant seeking a contract shal be
asessad againgt the gpplicant and shdl be paid by the applicant at the time of billing by the state.

5. Performance bonds shall be posted by each contractor with the commission with a surety
acceptable to the commission in an amount as may-be required by the commission, but not to exceed the
expected total vaue of the contract. The contract of any lottery contractor who does not comply with such
requirements may be terminated by the commisson. The commission may terminate the contract of any
|ottery vendor who:

(1) Isconvicted of any felony;

(2) Isconvicted of any gambling-related offense;

(3) Isconvicted of any crime involving fraud or misrepresentation;

(4) Failstocomply with therulesand regulationsof the commission exigting at the timethe contract
was entered into; or

(5) Failsto periodicaly update any disclosure reguirements.

6. The provisons in this section-requiring that certain percentages of lottery contracts and
subcontracts be awarded to bus nesses owned and controlled by women or ethnic and racial minoritiesshal
expire on January 1, [2000] 2005.

313.805. The commisson shdl have full jurisdiction over and shdl supervise dl gambling
operations governed by sections 313.800 to 313.850. The commisson shdl have the following powers
and shdl promulgate rules and regulations to implement sections 313.800 to 313.850:

(1) Toinvestigate gpplicantsand determinethe priority and digibility of gpplicantsfor alicenseand
to sdlect among competing gpplicants for a license the applicant which best serves the interests of the
citizens of Missouri;

(2) Tolicensethe operators of excursion gambling boats and operators of gambling gameswithin
such boats, to identify occupations within the excurson gambling boat operations which requirelicensng,
and adopt standards for licensing the occupations including establishing fees for the occupationd licenses
and to license suppliers,



(3) To adopt standards under which dl excurson gambling boat operations shall be held and
standards for the facilities within which the gambling operations are to be held. Notwithstanding the
provisons of chapter 311, RSV, to the contrary, the commission may authorize the operation of gambling
games on an excursion gambling boat which is aso licensed to sdll or serve adcoholic beverages, wine, or
beer. The commission shdl regulate the wagering structure for gambling excursonsinduding providing a
maximum loss of five hundred dollars per individud player per gambling excursion;

(4) To enter the premises of excursion gambling boats, facilities, or other places of busness of a
licensee within this state to determine compliance with sections 313.800 to 313.850;

(5) Toinvedtigate dleged violations of sections 313.800 to 313.850 or the commission rules,
orders, or find decisons,

(6) To assessany appropriate adminidrative pendty againgt alicensee, including, but not limited
to, suspension, revocation, and pendlties of-an amount.as determined by-the commission up to threetimes
the highest dally amount of gross receipts derived from wagering.on the gambling games, whether
unauthorized or authorized, conducted during the previous twelve months as well as confiscation and
forfeiture of dl gambling game equipment used in the conduct of unauthorized gambling games. Forfeitures
[under] pursuant to this section shall be enforced as provided [under] in sections 513.600 to 513.645,
RSMo;

(7) Torequirealicensee, an employeeof alicenseeor holder of an occupeationd licenseto remove
a person violating a provision of sections 313.800 to 313.850 or the commission rules, orders, or find
orders, or other person deemed to be undesirable from the excursgon gambling boat or adjacent facilities,

(8) Torequiretheremova from the premises of alicensee, an employee of alicensee, or aholder
of an occupationa licensefor aviolation of sections 313.800 to 313.850 or acommission rule or engaging
in afraudulent practice;

(9) Torequire dl licensees to file dl financia reports required by rules and regulations of the
commisson;

(10) To issue subpoenas for the attendance of witnesses and subpoenas duces tecum for the
production of books, records, and other pertinent documents, and to administer oaths and affirmationsto
the witnesses, when, in the judgment of the commission, it is necessary to enforce sections 313.800 to
313.850 or the commisson rules,

(11) To keep accurate and completerecordsof itsproceedings and to certify the records as may
be appropriate;

(12) To ensurethat the gambling games are conducted fairly. No gambling device shal be set to
pay out less than eighty percent of al wagers,

(13) To require dl licensees of gambling game operations to use a cashless wagering system
whereby dl players money isconverted tophysical or electronic tokens, electronic cards, or chipswhich
only can be used for wagering on the excursion gambling bodt;

(14) Torequireexcursongamblingboat licenseesto develop a system, approved by the
commission, that allows patronstheoption to prohibit the excur sion gambling boat licenseefrom
using identifying information for marketing purposes. The provisions of this subdivison shall
apply only to patrons giving identifying information for the first time. Such systems shall be
submitted to the commission by October 1, 2000, and approved by the commission by January
1, 2001. The excursion gambling boat licensee shall use identifying information obtained from
patrons who have elected to have mar keting blocked under theprovisionsof thissection only for



the purposes of enforcing the requirements contained in sections 313.800 to 313.850,
RSM o. Thissection shall not prohibit the commission from accessing identifying infor mation for
the pur poses of enforcing section 313.004 and sections 313.800 to 313.850, RSMo;

(15) Determine which of the authorized gambling games will be permitted on any licensed
excurson gambling boat;

[(15)] (16) Excursiongambling boatsshal cruise, unlessthe commission findsthat thebest interest
of Missouri and the safety of the public indicate the need for continuous docking of the excursion gambling
boat in any city or county authorized [under] pursuant to subsection 10 of section 313.812. The
commission shdl base its decison to dlow continuoudy docked excurson gambling boats on any of the
falowing criteria: the docking location or the excursion cruise could cause danger to the boat's passengers,
violate federd law or the law of another state, or_cause disruption of interstate commerce or possible
interference with railway or barge transportation... In.addition,.the.commisson shal consder economic
feadhility or impact that would benefit land-based development and permanent job creation. The
commission shal not discriminate among applicants for continuous docking excurson gambling that are
amilarly stuated with respect to the criteria set forth in this section;

[(16)] (17) Thecommissionshdl render afinding concerning the possibility of continuous docking,
as described in subdivison (15) of this section, within thirty days after a hearing on any request from an
goplicant or licensee. Such hearing may be held prior to any find action on licensaing to assst an gpplicant
and any city or county in the findizing of their economic development plan;

(18) Torequireany applicant for-alicenseor renewal of alicenseto operatean excursion
gambling boat to provide an affir mative action plan which has asits goal the use of best efforts
to achieve maximum employment of African-Americans and other minorities and maximum
participation in the procurement of contractual purchases of goodsand services. Thisprovision
shall be administered in accordance with all federal and state employment laws, including Title
VIl of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, as amended by the Civil Rights Act of 1991. At license
renewal, the licensee will report on the effectiveness of the plan. The commission shall include
the licensee's reported information in its annual report to the joint committee on gaming and
wagering;

[(17)] (19) To take any other-action as may be reasonable or appropriate to enforce sections
313.800 to 313.850 and the commission rules:

313.807. 1. A person may apply to the commission for alicense to conduct gambling games on
an excursion gambling boat or to operate an excursion gambling boat as provided in sections 313.800 to
313.850. The application for such licenses shdl be filed with the commisson and shdl identify the
excursion gambling boat upon which gambling games will be authorized, shall specify the exact location
where the excurson gambling boat will be docked, shal specify the extent of the land-based economic
development or impact and an affirmative action plan for ownership, contracting and recruiting, training and
hiring of minoritiesand womenin al employment classificationsfor that area, alease with ahome dock city
or county, or in lieu thereof aresolution adopted by a city or county supporting or opposing the docking
and land-based economic development or impact plan of the operator, and shdl be in aform and contain
information asthe commission prescribes. If acity or county failsto passaresolution, such action shal not
adversdly affect the gpplication which shal be deemed complete. The gpplicant for such license shdl file
withthe gpplication anonrefundable fee of fifty thousand dollars or fifteen thousand dollarsfor each person
to be investigated, whichever amount isgreater. The gpplicant shal be responsiblefor thetotd cost of the



investigation. If the cost of the investigation exceeds the tota amount of feesfiled by the gpplicant in this
subsection, the commission may assess additiona fees asit deems appropriate; however, if the applicant
isdenied alicense, the gpplicant shal be entitled to arefund of the difference between the application fee
and the actua cogt of the investigation. The initid license and first subsequent license renewa of an
excurson gambling boat operator shall be for a period of one year. Theresfter, license renewd periods
shdl betwo years. However, the commisson may reopen licenang hearings & any time. The annud fee
for anyone licensed [under] pursuant to this subsection shal be set by the commisson a a minimum of
twenty-five thousand dollars.

2. A person may apply to the commission for alicense to conduct an occupation within excurson
gambling boat operations which the commission hasidentified asrequiring alicense. The commission shall
establish and charge halders of occupationd licenses an annud license fee for, each occupation in amounts
determined appropriate by the commission and shdl be charged each-year the license isin effect. The
commisson shdl st anonrefundable filing fee to cover the cost of any-investigation. Each gpplicant for a
license [under] pursuant to this subsection shal annudly filefor alicense

3. A aupplier shdl annudly apply for alicense. The gpplication fee shdl be a nonrefundable
amount set by the commission to cover the cogt of any investigation. The annual feefor such license shall
be st by the commisson. The commisson shdl set dl standards for equipment and supplies.

4. A licensee licensed to conduct gambling games shdl acquiredl gambling gamesor implements
of gambling from a licensed supplier or from a person or entity approved by the commission. A
licensee shdl not sdl or give gambling games or implements of gambling to another licensee without the
commission's prior written approval. Any licensed supplier shdl have a registered agent within this
date.

5. The commisson may issue alimited license to operate an excursion gambling boat as defined
[under] pursuant to subdivison(7) of section 313.800 at adock other than its home dock, if such city or
county where such dock is located has gpproved gambling games on excursion gambling boats pursuant
to subsection 10 of section 313.812.

313.812. 1. Thecommission may issuelicenses pursuant to subsection 1 of section 313.807 when
it is satisfied that the applicant has complied with dl rules and regulations, including an update of al
information provided to the commission‘in-the licensegs initid gpplication. The commission shdl decide
the number, location and type of excursion gambling boat in a city or county under subsection 10 of this
section. The license shal st forth the name of the licensee, the type of license granted, the place where
the excurson gambling boat will operate and dock, including the docking of an excursion gambling boat
which is continuoudly docked, and other information the commission deems gppropriate. The commission
shdl havethe ultimate respongbility of deciding the number, location, and type of excursion gambling boats
licensed in a city or county; however, any city or county which has complied with the provisons of
subsection 10 of this section shdl submit to the commission a plan outlining the following:

(1) The recommended number of licensed excurson gambling boats operating in such city or
county;

(2) Therecommended licensee or licensees operating in such city or county;

(3) The community's economic development or impact and affirmative action plan concerning
minorities and women's ownership, contracting and employment for the waterfront devel opment;

(4) Thecity or county proposed sharing of revenue with any other municipdity;

(5 Any other information such city or county deems necessary; and



(6) Any other information the commisson may determine is necessary.

The commisson shdl provide for due dates for receiving such plan from the city or county.

2. A licenseto operate an excursion gambling boat shdl only be granted to an applicant upon the
express conditions that:

(1) The gpplicant shdl not, by alease, contract, understanding, or arrangement of any kind, grant,
assign, or turn over to aperson the operation of an excursion gambling boat licensed under this section or
of the system of wagering described in section 313.817. This section does not prohibit a management
contract with a person licensed by the commisson; and

(2) The applicant shdl not in any manner permit a person other than the licensee and the
management licensee to have a share, percentage,.or proportion of the money received for admissonsto
the excursion gambling boet.

3. The commission shal require, asacondition of granting alicense, that an gpplicant operate an
excurson gambling boat which, as nearly as practicable, resembles or isa part of Missouri's or the home
dock city's or county's riverboat history.

4. Thecommission shdl encouragethrough itsrulesand regulationsthe use of Missouri resources,
goods and sarvices in the operation of any excursgon gambling boat.

5. The excurson gambling boat shdl provide for nongaming aress, food service and a Missouri
theme gift shop. The amount of space used for gaming shal be determined in accordance with dl rulesand
regulations of the commission and the United States Coast Guard safety regulations.

6. A license to operate gambling games.or to operate an excurson gambling boat shal not be
granted unless the gpplicant has, through clear and convincing evidence, demondrated financid
respongbility sufficient to meet adequately the requirements of the proposed enterprise.

7. [The] Each applicant shal establish by clear and convincing evidence itsfithessto belicensed
[if]. Without limitation, the commission may deny a license based solely on the fact that thereis
evidence that any of the following gpply:

(1) The applicant has been suspended from operating an excurson gambling boat or a game of
chance or gambling operation in another jurisdiction by aboard or commission of that jurisdiction;

(2) The gpplicant is not the true-owner of the enterprise proposed,

(3) Theapplicant isnot the sole owner; and other persons have ownership in the enterprise, which
fact has not been disclosed;

(4) Theapplicant isa corporation that is not publicly traded and ten percent or more of the stock
of the corporation is subject to acontract or option to purchase a any time during the period for which the
licenseis to beissued unless the contract or option was disclosed to the commission and the commission
approved the sdle or transfer during the period of the license;

(5) The gpplicant has knowingly made a fase statement of a materia fact to the commisson; or

(6) The gpplicant has failed to meet avalid, bona fide monetary obligation in connection with an
excurson gambling bodt.

8. A license shdl not be granted if the gpplicant has not established his good repute and mord
character or if the applicant has pled guilty to, or has been convicted of, afelony. No licensee shdl employ
or contract with any person who haspled guilty to, or has been convicted of, afelony to perform any duties
directly connected with thelicensee's privileges under alicense granted pursuant to this section, except that
employees performing nongaming related occupations as determined by the commission shdl be exempt



from the requirements of this subsection.

9. A licensee shdl not lend to any person money or any other thing of value for the purpose of
permitting that person to wager on any gambling game authorized by law. Thisdoesnot prohibit credit card
or debit card transactions or cashing of checks. Any check cashed must be deposited within twenty-four
hours. The commission may require licensees to verify a sufficient account baance exists before cashing
any check. Any licenseewho violatesthe provisonsof this subsection shall be subject to an adminidrative
pendty of five thousand dollars for each violation. Such adminidrative pendties shal be assessed and
collected by the commission.

10. Gambling excursonsincluding the operation of gambling games on an excurgon gambling boat
which is not continuoudly docked shal be alowed only on the Missssppi River and the Missouri River.
No license to conduct gambling games on an excursion gambling boat in a city or county shall be issued
unless and until the qudified vaters of the city or. county.gpprove such activities pursuant to this subsection.
The question shdl be submitted to the qualified voters of the city or county at agenerd, primary or specid
€l ection upon the motion of the governing body of the city or county or tpon the petition of fifteen percent
of the quaified votersof the city or county determined on the basis of the number of votes cast for governor
inthecity or county at thelast election held prior to thefiling of the petition. The question shdl be submitted
in subgtantidly the following form:

Shdl the City (County) Of ......ccccveuneee. alow thelicensing of excurson gambling boats or floating
facilities as now or hereafter provided by Missouri gaming law in the city (county)?
G YES G NO

If amgority of the votes cast on the question by the qudified voters vaoting thereon are in favor of the
question, then the commission may license excurson gambling boatsin that city or county and such boats
may operate onthe Mississppi River and theMissouri River. If amgority of thevotes cast on the question
by the qualified voters voting thereon are opposed to the question, then the commission shal not license
such excurson gambling boats in such city or county unlessand until the question isagain submitted to and
gpproved by amgority of the qualified voters of the city or county at alater eection. Excurson gambling
boats may only dock in a city or unincorporated area of a county which approves licensng of such
excursion gambling boats pursuant to this-subsection, but gambling operations may be conducted a any
point on the Mississppi River or the Missouri River-during an excurson. Those cities and counties which
have gpproved by dection pursuant to this subsection, except those cities or counties which have
subsequently rejected by eection, thelicensing of any type of excurson gambling boatsinthecity or county
prior to April 6, 1994, are exempt from any loca eection requirement of this section as such previous
election shdl have the same effect asif hed after May 20, 1994.

11. If adocking feeis charged by acity or a county, alicensee operating an excurson gambling
boat shall pay the docking fee prior to the start of the excursion season.

12. Any licensee shdl not be ddinquent in the payment of property taxes or other taxes or fees
or in the payment of any other contractua obligation or debt due or owed to the state or a political
subdivison of the sate.

13. Anexcurson gambling boat licensed by the state shal meet al of the requirements of chapter
306, RSMo, and is subject to an ingpection of its sanitary facilities to protect the environment and water
quality by the commission or its designee before alicense to operate an excursion gambling boat isissued
by the commission. Licensed excursion gambling boats shal aso be subject to such inspections during the



period of the license as may be deemed necessary by the commisson. The cost of such ingpections shdl
be paid by the licensee.

14. A holder of any license shdl be subject to imposition of pendties, suspension or revocation
of such license, or [other action] if the person is an applicant for licensure, the denial of the
application, for any act or falureto act by himself or hisagentsor employees, that isinjuriousto the public
hedlth, safety, moras, good order and genera welfare of the people of the state of Missouri, or that would
discredit or tend to discredit the Missouri gaming industry or the state of Missouri unlessthelicensee proves
by dear and convincing evidence that it isnot guilty of such action. Thecommission shdl take appropriate
action againg any licensee who violates the law or the rules and regulations of the commisson. Without
limiting other provisions of this subsection, the following acts or omissons may be grounds for such
discipline

(1) Failing to comply with or. make provisonfor.compliance with sections 313.800 to 313.850,
the rules and regulations of the commission or any federd, sate or local law or regulation;

(2) Faling to comply with any rule, order or ruling of the commisson or its agents pertaining to
gaming;

(3) Receiving goods or services from a person or business entity who does not hold a supplier's
license but who is required to hold such license by the provisions of sections 313.800 to 313.850 or the
rules and regulations of the commission;

(4) Being suspended or ruled indligible or having a license revoked or suspended in any State of
gaming juridiction;

(5) Asociating with, ether socidly or inbusiness affairs, or employing persons of notorious or
unsavory reputation or who have extensive police records, or who have faled to cooperate with any
offiadly condtituted investigatory or adminigtrative body and would adversely affect public confidenceand
trust in gaming;

(6) Employing in any gambling games operation or any excurson gambling boat operation, any
person known to have been found guilty of cheating or using any improper device in connection with any
gambling game;

(7) Useof fraud, deception, misrepresentation or bribery in securing any permit or license issued
pursuant to sections 313.800 to 313.850;

(8) Obtaining or attempting to obtain any fee, charge, or other compensation by fraud, deception,
or misrepresentation;

(9) Incompetence, misconduct, gross negligence, fraud, misrepresentation or dishonesty in the
performance of the functions or duties regulated by sections 313.800 to 313.850.

313.815. A licenseelicensed to operate gambling games under sections 313.800 to 313.850 shall
post a bond or other form of surety from a firm licensed to conduct a surety business in this sate, as
approved by the commission, to the state of Missouri before the license is issued in a sum as the
commisson shal fix, with sureties approved by the commission. The bond or other form of surety
gpproved by the commission shal be used to guarantee that the licensee faithfully makes the payments,
keeps its books and records and makes reports, and conducts its gambling games in conformity with
sections 313.800 to 313.850 and the rules adopted by the commission. The bond or other form of
surety may be used to guar antee the completion of any expansion or modification of a gaming
facility in atime period which shall be four yearsfrom the effective date of thisact. Failureto
complete an approved expansion or modification of a gaming facility within such time period as



aforesaid may be considered sufficient grounds for not renewing the license for that gaming
facility. Thebond or other form of surety approved by the commission shall not be canceled by asurety
onlessthan thirty days noticein writing to the commisson. If abond or other form of surety gpproved by
the commission is canceled and the licensee fails to file a new bond or other form of surety approved by
the commission with the commission in the required amount on or before the effective date of cancellation,
the licensees license shdl berevoked. Thetota and aggregate liability of the surety on the bond or other
form of surety gpproved by the commissonislimited to the amount specified in the bond or other form of
surety gpproved by the commission.

313.817. 1. Except as permitted in this section, the licensee licensed to operate gambling games
shdl permit no form of wagering on gambling games.

2. Thelicensee may receive wagers only fromajperson present on alicensed excurson gambling
boat.

3. Wagering shdl not be conducted with money or other negotiable currency. The licensee shdll
exchange the money of eachwagerer for electronic or physical tokens, chips, or other forms of credit
to be wagered on the gambling games. The licensee shdl exchange the [gambling] tokens, chips, or other
forms of wagering credit for money at the request of the wagerer.

4. A person under twenty-oneyearsof age shal not make awager on an excursion gambling boat
and shal not be dlowed in the areaof the excursion boat where gambling isbeing conducted; provided that
employees of the licensed operator of the excurdgon gambling boat who have attained eighteen years of age
shdl be permitted in the area in which gambling is being conducted when performing employment-rel ated
duties, except that no one under twenty-one yearsof age may be employed asadeder or accept awager
on an excurson gambling boat. The governing body of a home dock city or county may redrict the age
of entrance onto an excursion gambling boat by passage of alocd ordinance.

5. A licensee shdl only alow wagering and conduct gambling games at the times dlowed by the
commisson.

6. 1t shall beunlawful for aperson to present falseidentification toalicenseeor agaming
agent in order to gain entrance to an excur son gambling boat, cash a check or verify that such
personislegally entitled to be present on the excursion gambling boat. Any person who violates
the provisions of this subsection shall-be guilty of a class B misdemeanor.

313.820. 1. An excursgon boat licensee shal pay to the commission an admisson fee of two
dallars for each person embarking on an excurson gambling boat with aticket of admisson, one dollar
of such feeshall bedeposited to thecredit of the gaming.commission fund asauthorized pur suant
to section 313.835, and one dollar of such feeshall not be consdered state fundsand shdl be paid to the
home dock city or county. Subject to appropriation, one cent of such feedeposited to the credit of
the gaming commission may be deposited to the credit of the compulsive gambler sfund created
pursuant to the provisionsof section 313.842. Nothing in this section shdl preclude any licenseefrom
charging any amount deemed necessary for aticket of admission to any person embarking on an excursion
gambling boat. If tickets are issued which are good for more than one excurson, the admission fee shall
be paid to the commission for each person using theticket on each excurson that theticket isused. If free
passes or complimentary admission tickets are issued, the excurson boat licensee shdl pay to the
commissonthe same fee upon these passes or complimentary tickets asif they weresold at theregular and
usud admission rate; however, the excursion boat licensee may issue fee-free passes to actua and
necessary officials and employees of the licensee or other persons actualy working on the excursion



gambling boat. Theissuance of fee-free passesis subject to the rules of the commission, and aligt of dl
persons to whom the fee-free passes are issued shdl be filed with the commission.

2. All licensees are subject to dl income taxes, sales taxes, earnings taxes, use taxes, property
taxes or any other tax or feenow or heregfter lawfully levied by any political subdivison; however, no other
licensetax, permit tax, occupation tax, excursion fee, or taxes or fees shall beimposed, levied or assessed
exdusvely upon licensees by a political subdivison. All sate taxes not connected directly to gambling
games shdl be collected by the department of revenue. Notwithstanding the provisions of section 32.057,
RSMo, to the contrary, the department of revenue may furnish and the commisson may receive tax
information to determine if applicants or licensees are complying with the tax laws of this date; however,
any tax information acquired by the commission shall not become public record and shal be used
exclusvey for commisson busness.

313.822. A tax is imposed on-the.adjusted gross.receipts.recaved from gambling games
authorized [under] pursuant to sections 313.800 to 313.850 at the rate of twenty percent. The taxes
imposed by this section shal be returned to the commission in accordance with the commisson'srulesand
regulaions who shall transfer such taxes to the director of revenue. All checks and drafts remitted for
payment of these taxes and fees shall be made payable to the director of revenue. If the commissionisnot
satisfied withthe return or payment made by any licenseg, it is hereby authorized and empowered to make
an asessment of the amount due based upon any information within its possession or that shal comeinto
its possesson. Any licensee againgt whom an assessment is made by the commisson may petition for a
reassessment. The request for reassessment. shall be made within [ten] twenty days from the date the
assessment wasmailed or delivered to the licensee, whichever isearlier. Whereupon the commisson shdl
give notice of a hearing for reassessment and fix the date upon which the hearing shdl be held. The
assessment shdl become find if arequest for reassessment is not received by the commisson within the
[ten] twenty days. Except as provided in this section, on and after April 29, 1993, dl functions incident
to the adminigration, collection, enforcement, and operation of the tax imposed by sections 144.010 to
144.525, RSMo, shdl be gpplicable to the taxes and fees imposed by this section.

(1) Each excursgon gambling boat shal designate a city or county as its home dock. The home
dock city or county may enter into agreements with other cities or counties authorized [under] pursuant
to subsection 10 of section 313.812 to sharerevenue obtained [under] pur suant to thissection. Thehome
dock city or county shal receiveten percent of theadjusted grossreceiptstax collections, aslevied[under]
pursuant to this section, for use in providing services necessary for the safety of the public vigiting an
excursion gambling boat. Such home dock city or county shall annudly submit to the commission ashared
revenue agreement with any other city or county. All moneys owed the home dock city or county shdl be
deposited and distributed to such city or county in accordance with rulesand regul ations of the commission.
All revenues provided for in this section to be transferred to the governing body of any city not within a
county and any city with a population of over three hundred fifty thousand inhabitants shdl not be
consdered gtate funds and shall be deposited in such city's generd revenue fund to be expended as
provided for in this section.

(2) Theremainingamount of the adjusted grossrece ptstax shdl be deposited inthe state treasury
to the credit of the "Gaming Proceeds for Education Fund” which is hereby created in the State treasury.
Moneys deposited in thisfund shal be consdered the proceeds of excursion boat gambling and state funds
pursuant to article 1V, section 15 of theMissouri Condtitution. All interest received onthe gaming proceeds
for education fund shal be credited to the gaming proceeds for education fund. Appropriation of the



moneys deposited into the gaming proceeds for education fund shall be pursuant to state law.

313.825. In accordance with the rules established by the commission, after the end of each
cdendar quarter, the licensee shdl tranamit to the commission an audit of compliance and of the financid
transactions and condition of the licensee's total operations for the calendar quarter. Any audits shdl be
conducted by certified public accountants registered or licensed in the state of Missouri under chapter 326,
RSMo, and [sdlected] approved by the commisson. The compensation for each certified public
accountant shal be paid directly by the licensee to the certified public accountant.

[313.827. The commissionshall make anannud report to the governor and genera assembly, for
the period ending December thirty-first of each year. Included in the report shdl be an account of the
commisson'sactions, itsfinancia position and results of operation and any recommendationsfor legidation
which the commission deems advisable)]

313.830. 1. A personisguilty of.aclassD.feony forany.of the following:

(1) Operating agambling excursion wherewagering isused or to be used without alicenseissued
by the commission;

(2) Operating agambling excursonwherewagering is permitted other than in the manner specified
by section 313.817; or

(3) Acting, or employing a person to act, as a shill or decoy to encourage participation in a
gambling game.

2. A person [permitting a person under the age of twenty-one years to make awager is guilty of
a class B misdemeanor.] is guilty of a class B misdemeanor for the first offense and a class A
misdemeanor for the second and subsequent offenses for any of the following:

(1) Permitting a person under the age of twenty-one to make a wager while on an
excurson gambling boat;

(2) Making or attempting to make a wager while on an excursion gambling boat when
such person isunder the age of twenty-one years; or

(3) Aidingaperson whoisunder theage of twenty-onein entering an excur sion gambling
boat or in making an attempt to make a wager while on an excurson gambling boat.

3. A person wagering or accepting awager at any location outside the excurson gambling boat
isin violation of section 572.040, RSMo:

4. A person commits a class D felony and, in addition, shal be barred for life from excurson
gambling boats under the jurisdiction of the commission, if the person:

(1) Offers, promises, or gives anything of vaue or benefit to a person who is connected with an
excursion gambling boat operator including, but not limited to, an officer or employee of a licensee or
holder of an occupationa license pursuant to an agreement or arrangement or with the intent that the
promise or thing of vaue or benefit will influence the actions of the person to whom the offer, promise, or
gft wasmadein order to affect or attempt to affect the outcome of agambling game, or to influence officid
action of amember of the commisson;

(2) Solicits or knowingly accepts or receives apromise of anything of value or benefit while the
person is connected with an excurson gambling boat including, but not limited to, an officer or employee
of alicensee, or holder of an occupationa license, pursuant to an understanding or arrangement or with the
intent that the promise or thing of vaue or benefit will influencethe actions of the person to affect or attempt
to affect the outcome of a gambling game, or to influence officid action of amember of the commission;

(3) Usesadeviceto assg in any of the following:



(@ In projecting the outcome of the game;

(b) Inkeeping track of the cards played;

(©) Inandyzing the probahility of the occurrence of an event rdating to the gambling game; or

(d) Inandyzing the strategy for playing or betting to be used in the game, except as permitted by
the commission;

(4) Chestsat agambling game;

(5) Manufactures, sdls, or distributes any cards, chips, dice, gameor devicewhichisintended to
be used to violate any provision of sections 313.800 to 313.850;

(6) Ingtructs a person in cheeting or inthe use of adevicefor that purpose with the knowledge or
intent that the information or use conveyed may be employed to violate any provision of sections 313.800
to 313.850;

(7) Alters or misrepresents the outcome of agambling game on which wagers have been made
after the outcome is made sure but before it Is reveded to the players,

(8) Places a bet after acquiring knowledge, not avalable to dl players, of the outcome of the
gambling game which isthe subject of the bet or to aid aperson in acquiring the knowledge for the purpose
of placing a bet contingent on that outcome;

(9) Clams, collects, or takes, or attempts to claim, collect, or take, money or anything of value
in or from the gambling games, with intent to defraud, without having made awager contingent on winning
agambling game, or clams, collects, or takes an amount of money or thing of vaue of greater vaue than
the amount won;

(10) Knowingly entices or induces a person to go to any place where a gambling game is being
conducted or operated in violation of the provisonsof sections 313.800 to 313.850 with the intent that the
other person plays or participates in that gambling game;

(11) Uses counterfeit chips or tokensin agambling game;

(12) Knowingly uses, other than chips, tokens, coin, [or] of other methods of credit approved by
the commission, legd tender of the United States of America, or to use coin not of the denomination asthe
coin intended to be used in the gambling games,

(13) Hasin the person's possession any device intended to be used to violate a provision of
sections 313.800 to 313.850; [or]

(14) Hasinthe person'spossession, exeeptagambling licensee or employeeof agambling licensee
actinginfurtherance of the employeg'semployment, any key or device designed for the purpose of opening,
entering, or affecting the operation of a gambling game, drop box, or an eectronic or mechanica device
connected with the gambling game or for removing coins, tokens, chips or other contents of the gambling
game; or

(15) Knowingly makesafalsestatement of any material fact tothecommission, itsagents
or employees.

5. The possession of one or more of the devices described in subdivision (3), (5), (13) or (14) of
subsection 4 of this section permits a rebuttable inference that the possessor intended to use the devices
for cheating.

6. Except for wagers on gambling games or exchangesfor money as provided in section 313.817,
alicenseewho exchangestokens, chips, or other formsof credit to be used on gambling gamesfor anything
of value commits a class B misdemeanor.



7. 1If the commisson determines that reasonable grounds to believe that a violation of sections
313.800 to 313.850 has occurred or is occurring which isa crimind offense, the commission shdl refer
such matter to both the state attorney general and the prosecuting attorney or circuit attorney having
juridiction. Thegtateattorney general and the prosecuting attorney or circuit attorney with suchjurisdiction
shdl have concurrent jurisdiction to commence actionsfor violations of sections313.800t0 313.850 where
such violations have occurred.

8. Venuefor dl crimes committed on an excurson gambling boat shal be the jurisdiction of the
home dock city or county or such county where ahome dock city is located.

313.833. The commission may promulgate rules allowing a person that is a problem
gambler tovoluntarily exclude him/her saf from an excur son gamblingboat. Any per sonthat has
beensdf-excluded isguilty of trespassingin thefirst degreepur suant to section 569.140, RSM o,
if such person enters an excursion gambling.boat. Any-person.that has been excluded by the
commission from excur sion gambling boats shall forfet all chips; tokens and electronic gaming
creditsin their possessionat the timethey are discovered on the'excursion gambling boat. The
commission shall establish by rule and regulation the procedurefor such forfeitures.

313.835. 1. All revenue received by the commission from license fees, pendties, adminigtrative
fees, rembursement by any excursgon gambling boat operators for services provided by the commission
and admission fees authorized pursuant to the provisions of sections 313.800 to 313.850, except that
portion of theadmission fee, not to exceed one cent, that may be appropriated to the compulsive
gamblersfund as provided in section 313.820,.shal be deposited in the Sate treasury to the credit of
the "Gaming Commission Fund" which is hereby crested for the sole purpose of funding the administrative
costs of thecommission, subject to gppropriation. Moneysdeposited into thisfund shall not be considered
proceeds of gambling operations. Moneys deposited into the gaming commission fund shal be consdered
state funds pursuant to article IV, section 15 of the Missouri Condtitution. All interest received on the
gaming commission fund shal be credited to the gaming commission fund. In each fisca year, totd
revenues to the gaming commission fund for the preceding fiscd year shal be compared to tota
expenditures and transfers from the gaming commission fund for the preceding fiscal year. Theremaining
net proceeds in the gaming commission fund shdl be digtributed in the following manner:

(1) Thefirg five hundred thousand dollars shall be appropriated on aper capitabasisto citiesand
counties that match the state portion and have demonsirated a need for funding community neighborhood
organization programs for the homeless and to deter gang-related violence and crimes,

(2) Theremaining net proceedsin the gaming commission fund for fiscal year 1998 and prior years
dhdl betransferred to the"Veterans Commission Capita Improvement Trust Fund”, as hereby created in
the dtate treasury. The State treasurer shal administer the veterans commission capital improvement trust
fund, and the moneys in such fund shdl be used solely, upon appropriation, by the Missouri veterans
commission for:

(& The congruction, maintenance or renovation or equipment needs of veterans homes in this
date;

(b) The condruction, maintenance, renovation, equipment needs and operation of veterans
cemeteriesin this date;

() Fund transfers to Missouri veterans homes fund established pursuant to the provisons of
section 42.121, RSMo, as necessary to maintain solvency of the fund; and



(d) Fund transfers to any municipaity with a population greater than four hundred thousand and
located in part of a county with a population greeter than sx hundred thousand in this state which has
established a fund for the sole purpose of the restoration, renovation and maintenance of a memoria or
museum or both dedicated to World War |. Appropriations from the veterans commission capital
improvement trust fund to such memorid fund shal be provided only as a one-time match for other funds
devoted to the project and shal not exceed five million dollars. Additiona appropriations not to exceed
[two] ten million dollars total may be made from the veterans commisson capita improvement trust fund
as amatch to other funds for the new construction or renovation of other facilities dedicated asveterans
memorids in the state.  All gppropriations for renovation, new construction, reconstruction, and
maintenance of veterans memorids shall be made only for applications received by the Missouri veterans
commisson prior to July 1, [2000] 2004.

Any interest which accrues to the fund shall remain in the fund and shdl be used in the same manner as
moneys which aretransferredto thefund pursuant to thissection. Notwithstanding the provisonsof section
33.080, RSMo, to the contrary, moneysin the veterans commisson capita improvement trust fund at the
end of any biennium shdl not be transferred to the credit of the generd revenue fund,

(3) Theremaining net proceedsin the gaming commission fund for fiscd year 1999 and each fisca
year theregfter shdl be didtributed as follows:

(& Threemillion dollarsshall betransferred to the veterans commisson capita improvement trust
fund,

(b) Three million dollars shdl be trandferred to the Missouri nationd guard trust fund created in
section 41.214, RSMo;

(©) Threemillion dallars shdl be trandferred to the Missouri college guarantee fund, established
pursuant to the provisions of section 173.248, RSMo, and additional moneys as annually appropriated by
the generd assembly shdl be appropriated to such fund;

(d) Subject to appropriations, one hundred percent of remaining net proceeds in the gaming
commission fund except as provided in paragraph (1) of this subdivison, shdl be trandferred to the "Early
Childhood Devel opment, Education and Care Fund” which is hereby created to give parents meaningful
choicesand ass stancein choosing the child-care and education arrangementsthat are gppropriatefor their
family. All interest received on the fund shal be credited tothe fund. Notwithstanding the provisions of
section 33.080, RSMo, moneysin thefund at the end of any biennium shdl not be transferred to the credit
of the generd revenue fund. Any moneys deposited in such fund shall be used to support programs that
prepare children prior to the age in which they are digible to enrall in kindergarten, pursuant to section
160.053, RSMo, to enter school ready tolearn. All moneysdeposited inthe early childhood devel opment,
education and care fund shdl be annudly appropriated for voluntary, early childnood development,
education and care programs serving children in every region of the state not yet enrolled in kindergarten;

(e) Nolessthan sixty percent of moneys deposited in the early childhood devel opment, education
and care fund shall be appropriated as provided in this paragraph to the department of elementary and
secondary education and to the department of socid services to provide early childhood devel opment,
education and care programs through competitive grants to, or contracts with, governmentd or private
agencies. Eighty percent of such moneys pursuant to the provisons of this paragraph and additiona
moneys as appropriated by the genera assembly shall be appropriated to the department of elementary
and secondary education and twenty percent of such moneys pursuant to the provisons of this paragraph



shd| be appropriated to the department of socid services. Thedepartmentsshall provide public noticeand
information about the grant process to potentia applicants.

(f) No lessthan ten percent of moneys deposited in the early childhood devel opment, education
and care fund shdl be appropriated to the department of social services to provide early childhood
development, education and care programs through child development, educationand care certificatesto
families whose income does not exceed one hundred eighty- five percent of the federd poverty level inthe
manner pursuant to 42 U.S.C. 9858¢(c)(2)(A) and 42 U.S.C. 9858n(2) for the purpose of funding early
childhood devel opment, education and care programs as approved by the department of social services.
Ataminimum, the certificate shdl be of avaue per child which iscommensurate with the per child payment



under item (i) of subparagrapha. of paragraph (€) of this subdivision pertaining to the grants or contracts.
On February firgt of each year the department shall certify thetotal amount of child devel opment, education
and care certificates gpplied for and the unused baance of the funds shall be released to be used for
supplementing the competitive grants and contracts program authorized pursuant to paragraph (e) of this
subdivison;

(9) No lessthan ten percent of moneys deposited in the early childhood devel opment, education
and carefund shal be gppropriated to the department of socid servicestoincrease reimbursementsto child
care facilities for low-income children that are accredited by a recognized, early childhood accrediting
organization;

(h) No lessthanten percent of the funds deposited in the early childhood devel opment, education
and care fund shall be gppropriated to the department. of socia services to provide assstance to digible
parents whose family income does not exceed one hundred eighty-five percent of thefedera poverty leve
who wish to care for their children under three years of age in.the home, to enable such parent to take
advantage of early childhood development, education and care programsfor such parent'schild or children.
Ataminimum, the certificate shdl be of avaue per child which iscommensurate with the per child payment
under item (i) of subparagraph a. of paragraph (€) of this subdivison pertaining to the grants or contracts.
The department of socid services shdl provide assstance to these parents in the effective use of early
childhood development, education and care tools and methods;

() Instting thevaue of parenta certificates under paragraph (f) of this subdivison and payments
under paragraph (h) of this subdivision, the department of socia services may increase the vaue based on
the fallowing:

a. Theadult caretaker of the children successtully participatesin the parents as teachers program
pursuant to the provisons of sections 178.691 to 178.699, RSMo, a training program provided by the
department on early childhood devel opment, education and care, the home-based Head Start program as
defined in 42 U.S.C. 9832 or asimilar program approved by the department;

b. The adult caretaker consents to and clears a child abuse or neglect screening pursuant to
subdivision (1) of subsection 2 of section 210.152, RSMo; and

c. The degree of economic need of the family;

() The department of e ementary-and secondary education and the department of socid services
each shdl by rule promulgated pursuant to chapter 536, RSMo, establish guiddinesfor theimplementation
of the early childhood devel opment, education and care programs as provided in paragraphs (€) through
(i) of thissubdivison;

(k) Any rule or portion of arule, as that term is defined in section 536.010, RSMo, that is
promulgated under the authority delegated in paragraph (j) of this subdivison shdl become effective only
if theagency hasfully complied with al of the requirements of chapter 536, RSMo, including but not limited
to, section 536.028, RSMo, if applicable, after August 28, 1998. All rulemaking authority delegated prior
to August 28, 1998, isof no force and effect and repeded as of August 28, 1998, however, nothing inthis
section shal be interpreted to repedl or affect the validity of any rule adopted or promulgated prior to
Augus 28, 1998. If the provisions of section 536.028, RSMo, apply, the provisions of this section are
nonseverable and if any of the powers vested with the general assembly pursuant to section 536.028,
RSMo, to review, to delay the effective date, or to disgpprove and annul arule or portion of aruleareheld
unconditutiond or invalid, the purported grant of rulemaking authority and any rule so proposed and
contained in the order of rulemaking shdl beinvaid and void, except that nothing in thisact shdl affect the



validity of any rule adopted and promulgated prior to August 28, 1998;

() When the remaining net proceeds, as such term is used pursuant to paragraph (d) of this
subdivison, inthe gaming commission fund annudly exceedstwenty-seven million dollars, oneand one-half
million dollars of such proceeds shall be trandferred annually, subject to appropriation, to the Missouri
college guarantee fund, established pursuant to the provisions of section 173.248, RSMo.

2. Upon request by the veterans commission, the genera assembly may appropriate moneysfrom
the veterans commission capital improvements trust fund to the Missouri nationa guard trust fund to
support the activities described in section 41.958, RSMo.

313.837. Thecommissonshdl report to the genera assembly [on September 1, 1993, and] every
[January fifteenth thereafter] October first, the number of excurson gambling boat licenses which the
commisson has issued, the status of the competitiveness of Missouri excurson gambling boats when
compared to the gaming tax rate of adjoining sates and the effects of lass of limitsimposed by subdivison
(3) of section 313.805 on the competitiveness of the gaming industry inMissouri. Thereport shdl contain
any recommendations for changes in'the adjusted gross receipts tax rate as provided in section 313.822,
an account of the commission's actions, its financial position and results of operation and any
recommendations for legidation which the commission deems advisable.

313.842. There may be established [an outpatient center] programs which shdl provide
treatment, prevention and education services for compulsive [gamblers and their families] gambling.
Asused in this section, "compulsive [gambler] gambling” means a condition suffered by a person who
ischronicaly and progressively preoccupied with gamblingand theurgeto gamble. [Such centers] Subject
to appropriation, such programs shall be funded from the one cent admission fee authorized
pursuant to section 313.820, and in addition, may be funded from the taxes collected and distributed
to any city or county under section 313.822. Such moneys shall be submitted to the state and credited to
the "Compulsve Gamblers Fund”, which is hereby established within the department of menta hedth.
Notwithstanding the provisions of section 33.080, RSMo, to the contrary, moneys in the fund at the end
of any biennium shall not betransferred to the credit of the genera revenuefund. The department of mental
hedth shdl administer dl programs, ether directly or by contract, for compulsve gamblers.

313.843. Any excursion gamblingboat, asdefined in section 313.800, may offer child care
servicesfor its employeesif licensed by the department of health pursuant to sections 210.201
t0 210.259, RSMo. Child car e services may only be offered for children of excursion gambling
boat patronsif such child care services:

(1) Are licensed by the department of health.pursuant to sections 210.201 to 210.259,
RSMo; and

(2) Theareawhere such child care servicesare offered isa minimum of eight thousand
squar e feet.
